Town Owned by Lumber Company It 
Full of Industrious, Happy Red­ 
skins Who Have a Govern­ 
ment That it Ideal. 


Gladstone. Mich —Few if any com­ 
munities in the lumber districts of the 
north country can boast of conditions 
more ideal than the village of Nahma. 
Delta county. The town possesses an 
electric 
lighting 
system, 
a 
water­ 
works plant, a well-equipped fire de­ 
partment. an opera house, a first class 
botel, schools, churches, wide, well- 
graded streets that are lined with 
Hhade trees, a natural park of pictur­ 
esque beauty and a fine water front. 
Nahma and the country for 40 miles 
back are owned by the Bay de Noquet 
dumber company. 
This concern is 
one of the largest and most successful 
In the upper peninsula, and it shares 
Its prosperity with its employes. Dur­ 
ing the busy season the mills of the

company employ over 300 men, and 
the logging camps use 400 more. 
To 
transport the timber flora forest to 
town a private railroad is operated. 
It possesses 40 miles of trackage, its 
own telegraph system and IOO cars 
and four locomotives. 
Every board of the many millions of 
feet of lumber produced is sold on the 
dock at Nahma and transported from 
there by the purchasers. But little of 
the product is moved by rail and the 
great portion of it is taken south and 
east on vessels. As a consequence the 
winter’s output accumulates on doz­ 
ens of docks that aggregate several 
miles of water frontage. 
The ships which transport the lum­ 
ber are loaded by Indians, a branch 
of the Chippewa tribe, who live at 
Nahma. 
The men are paid 45 cents 
an hour for this work. 
The Indian 
village i* ruled over by Chief Kissis, 
a venerable red man of 84 years. His 
habits are perfect, but his example 
of right living is not generally follow­ 
ed by his tribesmen.

More Than 1,000 Census Enumerators 
Start Work in Oklahoma. 


W ashington—The actual work of 
enumeration for the special census 
of Oklahoma and Indian territory has 
begun. 
The work is being done by 
1,050 enumerators. 
The census bureau here has been 
notified by its representatives, who 
have been on the ground for some 
time 
making 
preliminary 
arrange­ 
ments, that the intermediate details 
have been completed and that every­ 
thing is iii readiness for receiving the 
returns. The compilation and the tab­ 
ulation will be done in Washington. 
The constitution convention, which 
was reconvened shortly after the pres­ 
ident directed that the census be tak­ 
en, is cooperating with the representa­ 
tives of the government and has ap­ 
pointed a committee for this purpose. 
Many errors were found in the new 
boundary, which required a great deal 
of hard work to straighten out, and 
the Washington officials have been 
able to render the local authorities 
mach valuable assistance in the mat­ 
ter. 
Several clerks have been sent out 
to the proposed state for office work 
in connection with the enumeration, 
but the enumerators have been se­ 
lected from among the inhabitants. 
The supervisors are under strict or­ 
ders from Director North to make a 
complete and careful record of every 
inhabitant that should properly be 
enumerated.

Town Owned by Lumber Company la 


Full of Industrious, Hippy Red- 


skins Who Have a Govern- 


ment That k* Ideal. 


Gladstone, Mich.—Few if any com- 


munities In the lumber districts of the 
north country can boast of conditions 
more Ideal than the village of Nahma. 
Delta, county. The town possesses an 
electric lighting system, a water- 
works plant, a well-equipped flre de- 
partment, an opera house, a first class 
hotel, schools, churches, wide, well- 
graded streets that are lined with 
'lhade trees, a natural park of pictur- 
esque beauty and a fine water front. 


Nahma and the country for 40 miles 


back are owned by the Bay de Noquet 
Z.umber company. 
This concern Is 


one oT the largest' and most successful 
In that upper peninsula, and It shares 
Its prosperity with Its employes. Dur- 
ing the busy season the mills of the 


company employ over 300 men, and 
the logging camps use 400 more. To 
transport the Umber Psora forest to 
town a private railroad is operated. 
It possesses 40 miles of trackage. Its 
own telegraph system and 100 cars 
and four locomotives. 


Every board of the many millions of 


feet of lumber produced is sold on the 
dock at Nahma and transported from 
there by the purchasers. But little of 
the product is moved by rail and the 
great portion of It Is taken south and 
east on vessels. As a consequence the 
winter's output accumulates on doz- 
ens of docks that aggregate several 
miles of water frontage. 


The ships which transport the lum- 


ber are loaded by Indians, a branch 
of the Chlppewa tribe, who live at 
Nahma. The men are paid 45 cents 
an hour for this work. The Indian 
village is ruled over by Chief Klssls, 
a venerable red man of 84 years. His 
habits- are perfect, but his example 
of right living is not generally follow- 
ed by his tribesmen. In fact, they are 
gluttons, when their financial clrcum-

In the rooms 
of the London College of Physicians 
there Is preserved 
a 
gold-tosped 


staff, which is famous as having been 
carried by n succession of prominent 
doctors whose lives extended over a 
period of nearly a century and a halt. 
Dr. William Macmlchael has published 
an account of It in a quaint little 
book In which the story of the various 
owners and their characteristics Is 
told. 
The cane originally belonged to the 


great Dr. Radcliffe of the seventeenth 
century. 
The doctor himself rather 


quick as to temper, was once treated 
to a biting bit of repartee. 
Radcllffe's 


garden adjoined the grounds of Sir 
Godfrey Kneller. the 
king's 
chief 


painter. A door in the wall made easy 
communication between his majesty's 
.doctor and the artist. 
Some ot the 


doctor's workmen, however, littered 
up the artist's beautiful flower beds 
and aroused his anger. He sent word 
that ft the thing continued he would 
have the door bricked up. 
"Sir Godfrey can do what he pleases 


with that door so long as he doesn't 
paint it!" retorted Dr. RadcMffe. 


"Did my good friend say that?" re- 


marked Sid Godfrey, when the slap at 
his profession was repented to him. 
"Well, go tell him that I'll take any- 
thing from him but physic." 


The cane passed in succession from 


Dr. Radcllffe's hands to those of Mead, 
Askew, Pitcalrn and Balllle, all fa- 
mous in their day and generation.

Canadian Civil Service Monopolized 


by Membere of Fair Sex. 


. Montreal, Que.—It Is shown by an 
examination ot the appointments of 
unmarried girls to the civil service of 
Canada, in connection with the new 
civil service cemmission, that In an- 
otber ten years at the present rate of 
Increase there will be more bachelor 
girls in the Inside service than men. 
The commission ot 1886 looked into 
the question of female civil servants, 
and found numerous objections to their 
employment. The commissioners re- 
ported that the girls would have to be 
placed in rooms by themselves and un- 
der the Immediate supervision of per- 
sons of their own sex. 


Subject to this the commission saw 


no objection to girls being appointed 
as clerks of the third,class under such 
regulations as mlghj be laid down with 
the sanction of the governor In coun- 
cil.

seeking no higher advantage than the 
right to equality with them under the 
regulations. The St. Patrick's Calen 
flar, an Influential Roman Catholic 
newspaper, expresses the belief tha 
the appointment of so many unmarrlei 
women In the service makes for the 
upsetting of social conditions.

GLADSTONE, MICH., A THRIVING 


INDIAN COMMUNITY. 


Town Owned by Lumber Company la 


Full of Industrious. Hippy Red- 


skins Who Have a Govern- 


ment That k* Ideal. 


Gladstone, Mich.—Few If any com- 


munities in tbe lumber districts of the 
north country can boast ot conditions 
more Ideal than the village of Nahma. 
Delta county. The town possesses an 
electric lighting system, a water- 
works plant, a well-equipped fire de- 
partment, an opera house, a first class 
hotel, schools, churches, wide, well- 
graded streets that are lined with 
'tharfe trees, a natural park ot pictur- 
esque beauty and a fine water front. 


Nahma and the country for 40 miles 


back are owned by the Bay de Noquet 
dumber company. 
This concern Is 


one of tbe largest and most successful 
In tho upper peninsula, and it shares 
Its prosperity with Its employes. Dur- 
ing the busy season tbe mills of tbe 


company employ over 300 men, and 
the logging camps use 400 more. To 
transport the timber Paom forest to 
town a private railroad Is operated. 
It possesses 40 miles of trackage. Its 
own telegraph system and 100 cars 
and four locomotives. 


Every board ot the many millions of 


feet of lumber produced is sold on the 
dock at Nahma and transported from 
there by the purchasers. But little of 
the product Is moved by rail and the 
great portion of It is taken south and 
east on vessels. As a consequence the 
winter's output accumulates on doz- 
ens of docks that aggregate several 
miles of water frontage. 


The ships which transport the lum- 


ber are loaded by Indians, a branch 
of the Chlppewa tribe, who live at 
Nahma. The men are paid 45 cents 
an hour for this work. The Indian 
village !« ruled over by Chief Klssls, 
a venerable red man ot 84 years. His 
habits* are perfect, but his example 
of right living is not generally follow- 
ed by his tribesmen. In fact, they are 
gluttons, when their financial circum- 


stance* permit Big feasts and bl« 
spree* are their chief forms of pleas- 
ure. 


After spending In a rlotou* "jam- 


boree" the money they have made la 
the woods In wtater they sober <fown 
and wait for the first boat to come in. 
Then they work like beavers, and 
when the vessel is loaded 
another 


orgle Is held. Hard work and Jubilees, 
In fact, alternate nntll navigation 
closes in the tall. The squaws can Im- 
bibe as much as the bucks when they 
get the chance. 
Chief Kissls has 


never taken a drink, used tobacco or 
uttered an oath In his life. He labors 
Industriously In the endeavor to teacb 
thrift and sobriety to his followers, 
but his efforts thus far have been al- 
most futile. 


The residents of Mahma, Instead 


ot finding life lonely and Irksome, 
have many amusements and are a hap- 
py lot. They have literary and danc- 
ing clubs, theatrical entertainments, 
snow-shoeing and tobogganing during 
the winter, while in the summer recre- 
ation la found In baseball and boating 
aud picnic parties. 
The day ot the 


heavy drinking, gambling mill worker 
Is gone; In his place Is to be found 
a well-dressed, Intelligent man of good 
habits. 


The government of the village Is a 


model. There is only one saloon al- 
lowed to do business of Nahma, and It 
Is under the supervision of the lumbej 
company. Gambling Is strictly forbid, 
den. The place closes at nine o'clock 
at night and does not open until seven 
o'clock In the morning. All electric 
lights In the town are extinguished at 
9:30 o'clock, and, except when some 
sort of entertainment is going on, the 
community retires at a healthful hour. 
There Is one physician in the town, a 
man ot unusual ability, an he Is paid 
for his services on the assessment 
plan.

POPULATION OF NEW STATE. 


More Than 1,000 Census Enumerators 


Start Work In Oklahoma. 


Washington.—The actual work ot 


enumeration for the special census 
of Oklahoma and Indian territory has 
begun. Tho work Is being done by 
1.050 enumerators. 


The census bureau here has been 


notified by 1U representatives, who 
have been on the ground for some 
lime making preliminary arrange- 
ments, that the intermediate detail* 
have been completed and that every- 
thing is In readiness for receiving the 
1'eturns. The compilation and the tab- 
ulation will be done In Washington. 


Tho constitution convention, which 


was reconvened shortly after the pres- 
ident directed that the census be tak- 
en, Is cooperating with the representa- 
tives of the government and has ap- 
pointed1 a committee for this purpose. 


Many errors were found In the new 


boundary, which required a great deal 
ot band work to- straighten out, and 
tbe Wasblngtoa 
officials have been 


able to render the local authorities 
much vatuaMe assistance in tbe mat- 
ter. 


Several clerks have been sent out 


to ih£ .proposed state for office work 
In connection wtth the enumeration, 
but the> enumerators have been se- 
lected from among the Inhabitants. 


The supervisors are under strict or- 
der* from Director No»th to make a 
complete and careful record of every 
Inhabitant that should properly be 
^numerated.

GIRLS OUST MEN FROM PLACES 


Canadian Civil 8«rvle« Monopolized 


by Membere of Fair Sex. 


. Montreal, Que.—It Is shown by an 
examination of the appointments of 
unmarried girls to the civil service of 
Canada, In connection with the new 
civil service cvmmlsslon, that In an- 
other ten years at the present rate of 
Increase there will be more bachelor 
girls In tbe inside service than men. 
The commission of 1886 looked Into 
the question of female civil servants, 
and found numerous objections to their 
employment. The commissioners re- 
ported that the girls would have to be 
placed In rooms by themselves and un- 
der the Immediate supervision ot per- 
sons of their own sex. 


Subject to this the commission saw 


no objection to girls being appointed 
as clerks of the third,class under such 
regulations as might be lal(J down with 
the sanction of the governor In coun- 
cil. But to-day women are found la 
every department of the state, occupy- 
ing rooms in common with men and 
seeking no higher advantage than the 
right to equality with them under the 
regulations. The St. Patrick's Calen- 
dar, an influential Roman Catholic 
newspaper, expresses the belief that 
the appointment of so many unmarried 
women In the service makes tor the 
upsetting of social conditions. 


Olrl* who enter the service find 


themselves bound down by their en- 
vironment u;» becomes tar th*» • 


social condition that seldom leads to 
marriage. They find themselves in a 
few years In the receipt of a salary 
that practically makes them independ- 
ent and places them out of, the reacb 
of the average young man willing to 
marry, which, says the 
Calendar, 


brings Its compensation In the shape 
of freedom from women's legitimate 
burdens and the means to make life 
otherwise pleasurable and satisfying.

A gold-headed cs.no used to be con- 


sidered a necessary part of the physl* 
clan's outfit, a* indispensable to the 
profession aa the medicine bag or the 
general air of wisdom. In the rooms 
of the London College of Physicians 
there la preserved 
a 
gold-tooped 


staff, which IB famous aa having been 
carried by n succession of prominent 
doctors whoso lives extended over a 
period of nearly a century and a halt. 
Dr. William Macmlchttel has published 
an account of It In a quaint little 
book In which the story of the various 
owners and their characteristics la 
told.
